IMMIGRATION. 
(Mttawa Citizen: Official reports recieved 
at the depart ment of the interior corrobo- 
rai 
Northern Alberta is proceeding upon an 
extensive seale. Mr. R. L. Alexander has 
forwarded to the department reports cover- 
ing the months of January, February and 
March, during which he has inspected, he 
says, every tenin between Calgary and 
Edmonton. j 

In that period 427 settlers arrived in the 
district, bringing with them forty-one car- 
loads of stock and effects, at a value of 
$45. 100. 

He has recieved double the number of 
letters of enquiry from the United States as 
compared with the last year, and he is of 
the opinion that there will be an early and 
large movment to the Canadian North- 
west. The winter has been delightful. 
There are no means of making a com pari- 
son with the same period last year execpt 
for the one month of March, regarding 
which Mr. Alexander says : 

As compared with the same month of 
1895, I find that there came from the other 
provinces of the Dominion in 1894, 128 set- 
tlers, from the British Islands 12 and from 
other European countries 24. While for this 
year in March there came from the other 
provinces of the Dominion only 87 and from 
the British Islands only 5, and from the 
European countries none this month, but 
from the United States I find that in 1894 
there came 113 souls avd for March 1895 
just double that number, uamely 226. The 
total number of arrivals from all parts in 
March, 1894, was 276, and for the same 
month this year 318. 


“Taking the number of cars of live stock 
and settlers effects for 1894 I find the total 
number of cars was fourteen, of which 
eight came trom the United States, and the 
other six from the’provinces. This year the 
pamber is thirty-one of which twenty came 
from the United States, and eleven from 
the other provinces of the Dominion. 

“I think the class of settlers so far this 
geason are better than last year. It will be
